Makaroff originated the idea of eon- 
structing the famous ice breaking steam- 
er Ermak, which was built in the Tyna 
for his designs. 

Since his appointment to the comman! 
of the Russian Pacific squadron Vice Ad- 
miral Makaroff has shown himself to »e 
a man of great courage and energy. 
Early in March he personally went to 
the rescue of a Russian torpedo boat 
destroyer which was hard pressed by the 
Japanese and inspired the naval forces 
under Wis command with a great deal 
of enthusiasm. He passed Easter on 
board a guardship at the entrance, of 
Port Arthur and every night personally 
supervised the precautionary measures 
adopted to prevent the Russians from 
being surprised by the Japanese. 

The last engagement previous to ths 
fight of today in which Makaroff took 
part occurred March 27 when he gal- 
lantly repulsed the second attempt of 
the Japanese to bottle up Port Arthur.

returned to the Almighty for the spar- 
ing of the life of Grand Duke Cyril, but 
the emperor was so overwhelmed with 
grief at the death of Vice Admiral Maka- 
roff that neither he nor thé empress at- 
tended the service. Instead the emperor 
eent a member of his personal staff to 
break the -sad news to Vice Admiral 
Makaroff’s widow, who is living in St. 
Petersburg. Meantime the city was fill- 
ed with the wildest rungors, but the off- 
cial dispatches were so meager and pri- 
vate dispatches so conflicting regarding 
what had occurred that the public was 
kept in suspensign for six hours. Then, 
although the report was incomplete, dis- 
patches were posted on the Nevsky Pros- 
pect and other war bulletin boards. The 
grief of the crowds whose worst fears 
were thus Offificially confirmed was 
touching. The ministry of war Was soon 
surrounded by thousands of persons 
eagerly asking more details. In the crowd 
of inquirers were the stricken relatives 
of those who were on board the Petro- 
paviovsk. What occurred prior to the 


blowing up of the flagship was only. 


vaguely known except that Vice Admiral] 
Makaroff, with his flag flying on the 
doomed vessel, sailed out to engage the 
enemy until his reinforcements appeared. 


Togo Planned Ambuscade. 

It is thought possible that Vice Ad- 
miral Togo planned an ambuscade by 
sending in a smal] squadron in the hope 
of drawing out'the Russian commander 
to the open and then cutting off his 
escape. 

The Associated Press learn that the 


location of six of the mines planted by- 


the Yenesei was unknown, the charts 
having’ been lost when that Vessel went 
down. Probably it was one of these 
mines that the Petropaviovsk struck. 
Vice Admiral Makaroff’s death 1s real- 
ly a greater loss than would be tat of 
several battle ships. He was the pride 
of the navy and enjoyed the implicit 
confidence of his sovereign, as weil as of 
the officers and men of the service. 
Speaking of his death, officers here all 
remarked upon the strange fatality that 
he should lose his life on a heayy ar- 
mored battle ship to which he haa a par- 
ticular aversion. This morning, for the 
first time, he raised his flag on a bat- 
tle ship. Previotsly he had gone out 
on board the cruiser Novik or the cruiser 
skold. It was at the urgent request 
f his friends that he did not rigk his 


‘fe in this fashion and transferred his 


Xe to the Petropaviovsk. It is now 

open secret that Vice Admiral! Ma- 
sroff was not anxious to regign his 
*mmand of Kronstadt to go to the Far 
ast, thus necessitating his leaving his 
*-ife and family, but the emperor held 
such a high opinion of him that he 
declined to consider other candidates, 
although it was pointed out that Rear

Sorrow of the Czar. 

The emperor In his summons to Vice 
Admiral Makaroff said: 

‘“‘My choice has fallen on you and I 
will not take a refusai,” and so the 
admiral went to the Far East. The 
emperor’s sorrow is doubly keen on this 
account. 

By imperial command a requiem service 
will be “celebrated at the admiralty 
church at noon tomorrow for the em- 
peror’s favorite admiral. 

Tonight the grief-stricken widow, ac- 
cording to the Russian custom, nad a 
requiem service celebrated at her resi- 
She had been much wofried over 
the health of her husband, who suffered 
from diabetes, reference to which was 
made in a recent telegram from the 
admiral, in which he said he was com- 
pelled to disobey orders as to taking 
regular sleep. 

Rear Admira] RojestvensKy is a man 
of utterly different mold from Vice Ad- 
miral Makaroff. He is a very able sailor, 
and a man of talent and ability, but he 
{is not 89 popular with the jackies as was 
the dead commander in chief. 

Makaroff is believed to have been 
in the conning tower when the Petro- 
pavlovsk was blown up. Grand Duke 
Cyril probably owes his life to the 
Zact that he fs a fine athlete and a

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TWENTY-NINE KILLED BY EXPLOSION 
IN TURRET OF BATTLESHIP MISSOURI 


Five Officers and Twenty-four 
~ Men Sent fo Death by Ex- 
ploding Gun, 


BATTLESHIP COMMANDED 
BY CAPTAIN W, § COWLES 


Two Thousand Pounds of Powder Set 
Off in After Turret and Hand- 
ling Room—Only One Man 
Escaped Instant 
Death. 


Pensacola, Fla., April 13.—By the ex- 


plosion of 2,000 pounds of powder in the 
after 12-inch turret and in the handling 
mom of the battle ship Missouri Cap- 
tain William & Cowles commanding, 
twenty-nine men were instantly killed 
and five injured, two of whom will die. 

The Missouri was on the target range 
with the Texas and Brooklyn at prac- 
tice about noon when a charge of pow- 
der in the 12-inch lefthand gun exploded, 
ignited from gasses and dropping below, 
ignited four charges of powder in the 
handling room, all exploded and only one 
man of the entire turret and handling 
crew survives. 


But for the prompt and efficient work 
of Captain William. S. Cowles in flooding 
the handling room and magazine with 
water one of the magazines would have 
exploded and the ship wonld consequent- 
ly have been destroyed with every man 
On board. Captain Cowles was complete- 
ly overcome with the disaster and re- 
ferred all newspaper men to Lieutenant 
Hamner, the ordnance officer. 

How Explosion Ocurred. 

The latter gave out a statement of the 
explosion and its,probable cause. Accord- 
ing to him about noon after the first 
pointer of the after 12-inch piece had 
fired his string and the second péinter 
had fired the third shot of his string 
the charge ignited. 


The fourth shot was being loaded and 
from indications the first half of the 
charge had been rammed home and the 
second section was being rammed home 
when gases from the shot previously 
fired or portions of the cloth cover ig- 
nited the powder. a 


The breech was open and a dull thud 
Bave notice of something unusual. No 
loud report was made, bgt flames were 
seen to leap from every portion of the 
turret. A few seconds afterwards another 
explosion somewhat more flerce oc- 
curred. This was in the handling room 
below, where 1,600 pounds of powder or 
four charges ready to be hoisted above 
had ignited. 


Fire quarters were sounded and every 
man of the ship responded and the maga- 
zine and handling rooms were flooded 
with water, 


All Hands Volunteered. 


In less than five seconds after the first 
explosion two streams of water were 
being playe@ in the rooms, and when 
volunteers were called for every man 
of the ship responded and were eager to 
go into the turrets and rescue the crew. 

Captain Cowles, cdol and collected 
gave his command and but for his pres- 
ence of mind, together with the officers 
of the ship, the Missouri would have gone 
down. 

The second explosion occurred near one 
of the magazines and so hot was the fire 
that the brass work of the magazines 
was melted. Smoke and the fumes of 
the burned powder made it almost im- 
possible to enter either the turret or the 
handling room, but officers and men, 
with handkerchiefs over their faces, 
made efforts to rescue the men inside. 

Leading the rescuing party was Cap- 
tain Cowles. The officers endeavored to 
keep him from going below, as mén fei] 
unconscious as they entered and had to 
be pulled out by their comrades, but un- 
heeding their advice the commanding of- 
ficer rushed below, followed by Lieuten- 
ant Hammer, the ordinance officer, and 
Lieutenant Cleland Davis. 


Cowles Rescued Blue Jacket. 


Captain Cowles caught up a dying blue 
jacket in his arms and staggered to the 
deck with him. The blue jacket, with 
two others from the handling room, had 
crawled partly from their place of duty 
when they had been overcome. Before 
the fumes of the burning powder had left 
the turret officers and men were in lift- 
ing the dying and déad men. 

Three minutes after the explosion al] 
were on deck and the surgeons from the 
Missouri, Texas and Brooklyn were at- 
tending to those not dead. 

Tha twenty-five men of the turret were 
found lying in a heap. They had started 
for the exit when the first explosion oc- 
curred and had just reached there when 
the more terrible explosion in the hand- 
ling room occurred which burned and 
strangled them to death, 

Lieutenant _. Davidson, the officer in 
charge of the turret, had evidently given 
some command to the men as he was on 
top of the heap of men having fallen 
there after he had allowed them to pass 
him to get gut of the turret. 


Bodies Terribly Mangled. 


The bodies were hardly recognizable, 
the terrible and quick fire having burnt 
clothing from the bodies of the men, and 
the flesh hung from them in shreds. The 
faces were mutfiated by the smoke 
and flames. Only one man was breath- 
ing when the turret crew was rescued, 
and he died a moment after he reached 
deck.

Secretary Moody conveyed the message 
to the president at the white house and 
officers and clerks at the department 
Were. soon engaged in making out dis- 
patches to the relatives and friends of 
the officers who were killed, so that they 
might not have to receive their first 
news from the morning newspapers. 
Short biographical sketches were pre- 
pared also. Nearly all the dead officers 
were in the flush of early youth. 

Officers Who Were Killed. 

Lieutenant William C. Davidson was a 
native of Indiana and was appointed a 
midshipman from Soufh’' Dakota Septem- 
ber 28, 1891. He was graduated from 
the naval academy in 1895 and assigned 
to the Olympia. He was promoted to en- 
sign July !, 1897, to lieutenant (junior 
grade) July !, 1900, and lieutenant June 
16, 1902. He was asSigned to the Mis- 
souri when she went into commission and 
was serving as a turret officer at the 
time of his death. His wife, Mrs. Julia 
L. Davidson, resides at 1003 McCulloch 
street, Baltimore, where a telegram was 
sent announcing the death of her hus- 
band, 

Lieutenant Ernest A. Weichart (jun- 
ior grade) was attached to the Cleveland 
and it is assumed at the navy depart- 
ment that he was aboard the Missouri 
at the time of the disaster as an umpire 
during target practice. He was a native 
of Danbury, Conn., and was appointed 
to the navaj] academy from that state 
September 6, !895. He served at differ- 
ent times on the MasS8achusetts, Marble- 
head, Gloucester, Helena and other ves- 
sels. 

Lieutenant F. P. N. Gridley was a son 
of late Captain Gridley, who commanded 
the flagship of Admiral Dewey’s squad- 
ron when he sailed into Manila bay and 
fought the Spanish ships. He was a ma- 
rine officer on the Missouri. He was ap- 
pointed to the marine corps March 26, 
1900, from Pennsylvania, his native state. 
A telegram was sent to his mother at 
Erie, Pa., advising her of the death of 
her son. 

Midshipmen Thomas Ward, Jr.,. was a 
son.of General Thomas Ward, who re- 
cently retired from the active list in the 
adjt. general’s corps. Ws appointed to 
naval academy May 23, 1899, from New 
York. He completed a four-years’ course 
at the academy last year and was as- 
signed in ¢ommission to serve his allot- 
ted two years at sea after graduation. 

Midshipman William W. T. Neuman 
entered the academy at Annapolis from 
California, September 16, 1899, and com- 
pleted his course last year when he be- 
gan a two-yeam’ service at sea. 

The Missouri is the very latest of the 
big battle ships to go in commission. The 
flag was hoisted on her in December last 
at Norfolk by Captain Cowles, brother 
in law of President Roosevelt.

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MAKAROFF BRAVE 
AS THE BRAVES 


American Naval (Officers Talk 
af Dead Russian, 


Washington, April 1!3.—The news of 
the death of. Admiral] Makaroff caused a 
profound sensation in naval and military 
circles here, for he was probably better 
known than any other Russian naval 
officer. This was because of the fact 
that he had visited the United States 
in 1896-97 and also commanded the Rus- 
sian north Atlantic squadron, which 
brought him into frequent contact with 
American naval officers in those waters 
and sometimes into American ports on 
the west coast. ‘The general opinion is 
“hat Makaroff was an officer of singular 
ability as a sailor, being thoroughly sci- 
entific in his methods, of more than usual 
intelligence and of physical presence 
which gave him a splendid power of com- 
mand. In,the mattér of personal bravery 
he had no superior. 

When Admiral Makaroff visited the 
*“‘nited States at the date named he went 
to Newport, where he met Admiral Tay- 
ior and Captain Converse at the war col- 
“‘ege and torpedo school, Captain Con- 
verse says that from first to last. he 
showed the highest powers of observation 
and he criticised intelligently every detail 
,Oof the process of making smokeless pow-

sank. Practically the whole of her 
crew were lost. 

As the Japanese fleet approached, 
Vice Admiral Makaroff ordered his 
whole squadron out of the harbor to 
meet the attack. 

BATTLE SHIP STRUCK 
MINE ON STARBOARD. 

According to the Associated Press 
informant, while preparing to draw up 
his line of battle in the outer road- 
stead, the 
mine on her starboard side, amidship, 


and immediately began to heel. Be- 
fore the crew could flood the port com- 
| partments of the vessel In order to 
keep her on an even keel, she turned 
turtle and sank in a few minutes, car- 
rying down almost the entire crew. 
Captain N. Jakovioff, the Grand Duke 
Cyril and two other officers were 
saved because they were standing on 
the upper bridge. The frightful loss 
of life among the officers and men was 
due to the fact that they all were at 
their stations, ready for action. 

The Petropaviovsk turned turtle in 
a manner similar to the British battle 
ship Victoria, which was rammed by 
the Camperdown in 1893, and to the 
incident in the Chino-Japanese war 
when a Chinese warship turned turtle, 
many of the crew remaining alive for 
several days hammering desperately 
on the upturned hull. 

When the news of Grand Duke 
Cyril’s miraculous escape reached his 
parents here a te deum service was 
held at the Viadimir palace. 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press was informed thig afternoon 
that Grand Duke Boris was going to 
accompany his brother to Mukden. 
According to the advices received, 
Grand Duke Cyril’s injuries were 
slight. 


REPORT OF DISASTER 
RECEIVED BY THE CZAR. 
The following dispatch has been re- 


ceived here from Rear Admiral Grig- 
orovitch, the commandant at Port Ar- 
thur, addressed to the emperor: 

“Port Arthur, April 13.—The Petro- 
paviovsk struck a mine, which blew 
her up, and ghe turned turtle. Our 
squadron was under Golden Hill. The 
Japanese squadron was approaching. 
Vice Admiral Makaroff evidently was 
lost. Grand Duke Cyril was saved. 
He is slightly injured. Captain Jakov- 
loff was saved, though severely in- 
jured, as were five officers and thirty- 
two men, all more or legs injured. 

The enemy’s fleet has disappeared. 

“Rear Admiral Prince Ouktomsky 
has assumed command of the fleet.”

“Mukden, April 13.—A telegram has 
just been received from Lieutenant 
General.

Chicago, Aprfl !13.—The curious specta- 
cle of two colored men asking the punish- 
ment of four Chinamen for a denial of 
cfvi] rights has been furnished by a case 
in Justice Everett's court. A white jury 
décided that the colored men had not

pegro complainants, entered a Chinese 
restaurant on March 29 and asked to be 
served.

DOUBLE FIGHT 
ON FOSTER BILL 


Labor Leaders and Opera- 
tors’ Commissioner 
Against Arbitration. 


Washington, Apri] 13.—The opposition 
to the Volney W. Foster bill for a na- 
tional arbitration tribunal bill was made 
today before the house committee on Ja- 
bor by Andrew Furuseth, representing 
the Nationa] Semans’ organization; Sam- 
uel Gompers, president of the American 


Federation of Labor, and E. F. Dubrul, 
commissioner for the National Metal 
Trades’ Association, 

Mr, Furuseth said the result of its 
enactment would be to provide a ‘“‘ready- 
made public opinion’’ which would ultli- 
mately work hardship to the working- 
man and prevent him from asserting his 
rights by striking. 

Mr. Gompers did not agree with Mr. 
Furuseth in this respect. He said the 
working man would continue to strike as 
long as he had grievances. Nevertheless, 
he believed the bil) the first step toward 
compulsory arbitration, which was not 
desired. 

Mr. Gompers said he had been placed in 
a fglse light before the committee by Mr. 
Foster, who had quoted him as saying 
“strikes are a good thing.” No man in 
the country had done more to avert 
strikes that he had, he said, ‘“‘but it will 
never be possible to eliminate strikes 50 
long aS a man shall have divergent inter- 
ests in buying and selling his power to 
labor.’’ 

The best possible way to prevent strikes, 
he maintained, was to prepare ior them 
through organization, 

Mr. Dubrul made some comment on be- 
ing one the same side with organized la- 
bor in opposition to the bill: He wag in 
favor of strikes and lockouts,

CEORCIA TROOPS | 


WILL TARE PART 


Great Army Maneuvers at Ma- 
nassas in September 


Georgia Will Send 1,250 Men at Ex- 
pense of United States Govern- 
ment New LaGrange 
Company May Go in 
Its Entirety. 


—_—_ 


Georgia has been invited to send 1,250 
of her regular organized militia to take 
part in the fall maneuvers of the United 
States army, to be held at Manassas, 
Va., beginning September 5 next. 

Governor Terrell] yesterday received a 
letter from the war department extending 
this invitation and giving the particulars 
of these menauvers. The letter is now 
being printed together with an order from 
the adjutant general's department rela- 
tive to it, and this order and letter will 
be mailed today or tomorrow to the cap- 
tain of each company in the state. 

The letter from the war department 
states that Georgia’s allotment of troops 
for this occasion is 1,250 out of a total 
of 15,000 which wiil be there for the oc- 
casion from.all the states on the Atlantic 
seaboard and from Texas. 

The United States government will pay 
all the expenses of the men, including 
the same salaries as are paid to officers 
and soldiers of the regular army, and 
this will not come out of Georgia’s regu- 
iar allotment of the military fund, but 
from a special appropriation made by 
congress for the purpose of holding these 
maneuvers. 

The plan contemplates the gathering 
at Manassas, Va., of 15,000 regular troop? 
and 15,000 of the organized militia from 
the various states in the east, the whole 
force to be under the command of Ma- 
jor General Corbin, who is in command 
of the department of the east. The reg- 
ulars will be put on one side and the 
volunteer militia on the other under com- 
mand of regular army officers in the high- 
er gtades, and a regular sham battle 
wil] be fought in accordance with plans 
prepared in advance and which will be 
followed out as near as possible. These 
maneuvers will occupy about two weeks, 
and in addition to having all their ex- 
penses paid, the officers and men will re- 
ceive the regular pay that is allowed 
government army officers and privates. 

LaGrange Company May Go. 

While it will hardly be possible for any 
number of complete organizations from 
Georgia to attend these maneuvers, both 
on account of the time at which they 
are held and the fact that Georgia’s quota 
is limited, Governor Terrell is very anx- 
fous to send one full company from Geor- 
gia. He has not yet reached a definite 
conclusion in the matter, but it is not 
at all unlikely that he will designate 
for this purpose the new company which 
is soon to be mustered in to the service of 
the state at LaGrange, in Troup county. 

This new company will be organized and 
mustered into service on April 23 by 
Colonel W. G. Obear, inspector general, 
who will go to LaGrange for that pur- 
pose. The new company has fifty-seven 
men and will doubtless have several oth- 
ers before the time comes for making the 
trip. The company will be in pretty good 
shape by that time, and the trip will af- 
ford the organization opportunity to ac- 
quire some valuable experience. 

The order which is being prepared con- 
tdining a copy of the war department's 
jetter wil] be sent to each captain in the 
state so that he may take up the mat- 
ter with his company at once .and ascer- 
tain how many men will be able to make 
che trip at that time. In case no other 
full organization can arrange to go, men 
from different companies will probably 
be formed into as many companies as the 
number who will go makes necessary. 

Should 1,250 of Georgia's troops be able 
to make this trip the state will be well 
represented on an important occasion. 
This will give Georgia a full regiment 
which will undoubtedly go in command 
of a colonel, but which one of the Georgia 
colonels will be determined later. There 
are about 5,000 militiamen in Georgia 
and just about one-fourth of them are ex. 
pected to go to Manassas, if it is possible 
for them to do so. This quota will per- 
mit about 200 men from each of the six 


regiments in the state to go to Manassas.

tion exists, and every man and woman 
in the kingdom knows reading, writing 
and arithmetic; there are scarcely any 
foreign elements to be assimilated; the 
farmers are intelligent, sober and ‘ndus- 
trious, and are constantly being stimu- 
lated and encouraged by a system of 
traveling farmers’ institutes, or state 
high schools, as theyLare more commonly 
known. 

“vost of these conditions exist in 
many sections of the United States, and 
there is no reason why agricultural co- 
operation should not succeed as well in 
our country as here, especially in the 
more thickly populated agricultural dis- 
tricts near the center of population. 

“agricultural cooperation in marketing 
farm produce became a definite, settled 
practice about twenty+two years ago 
in Denmark. Today the foreign stu- 
dent of agricultural cooperation in Den- 
mark is so impressed with the strong, 
consolidated feeling existing among the 
farmers here, and with the earnest, ef- 
fective manner in which they work 
together for mutual profit and advan- 
tage, that he is justified in thinking that 
agricultural cooperation may have been 
practiced in Denmark for centuries. It 
is, perhaps, true that Denmark, at pres- 
ent, has the most perfect system of agri- 
cultural cooperation in the world. 
“Since the organization of the first 
dairy cooperative society in 1!882,’’ con- 
tinues the consul, “the stccess attained 
in the three principal branches of agri- 
cultural cooperation, butter, bacon and 
eggs, is world renowned. It is impossi- 
ble to estimate the economic importance 
to the country of the farmers’ coopera- 
tive organizations. The wealth of the 
nation has been greatly increased. Agri- 
cultura] exports have doubled, tripled 
and quadrupled as a direct result of the 
impetus given to production by coopera- 
tion, and Danish farmers are now re- 
ceiving very much higher prices for their 
produce than any of their competitors in 
foreign markets.” 

Although 
in 1882, the first cooperative bacon fac- 
tories were started in 1887, while the 
first Danish cooperative egg export com- 
pany, which is cqmposed of members 
from every section of the country, was 
organized in 1896. With a view to

How it caught fire is a mystery which 1s 
yet to be solved. 

The flames crept up the elevator and 
entered the kitchen where everyone was 
busily engaged in getting ready for the 
evening meal. Frightened by the tire 
the cooks in the kitchen ran out on the 
roof and for some time forgot to give 
the alarm. It was several minutes pbe- 
fore the alarm was turned in, but the 
fire engines responded quickly and the 
men from severa] houses were soon on 
the scene, doing their best to stop tne 
progress of the flames. 

Many Guests in Hotel. 

There were some seventy-five guests tn 
the house at the time. Some of them 
were out on the streets, and hearing of 
the fire became alarmed and made a wiid 
dasn to the fire. The police tried to stop 
them, but in many cases it was impossi- 
ble to Keep them out as they wished to 
secure their possessions, 

The entire house was filled with smoke 
while the flames were not visible. As 
soon as the firemen managed to locate 
the seat of the trouble in the back end of 
the house in the kitchen and in the din- 
ing room, the fire had had its day an@ 
was rapldly put out. 

The elevator was burned up, 
kitchen was put out of order. 
thing in the room was burned up, the 
supper included and the walls were 
scorched and burned by the heat of tne 
flames, 

One other room was burned. The din- 
ing room was not injured by the ftames, 
but the water had its day in this room, 
The tables in the room were set for sup- 
per, but the room was soon fiooded with 
water, as were the halls, ang other rooms 
in the building. 


Damage Done by Water. 

While the flames did not touch the 
hardware store underneath the hotel the 
water caused considerable damage. ‘Ihe 
floors above were flooded and this water 
soaked though and came down upon 
the stock and the floors of the hardware 
company. While nothing w@s injured it 
is very probable that the dampness will 
rust much of the stock of the company. 

Many people came into the hotel and 
tried to save their valuabies under the 
belief that the hotel was doomed. One 
young lady made a determined effort to 
get to her room and on being prevented

stated that she had many Vaiuables in 
her trunk and wished to get them. As 
her room was in the vicinity of the fire 
one of the men present crawled over 
the ledge of the glass roof and got into 
her room. On being asked what she 
wanted, she stated that she preferred to 
get her hats out safe. Two hat boxes 
were thrown over the roof to the other 
side and having recovered her treasures 
she was satisfied lose her trunk If 
necessary. 

The smoke in the different rooms was 
stifling and it was found difficult to stay 
for a long time In any one of them. Every- 
body who was able to do so packed their 
trunks and prepared flight. All 
kinds and manners of trunks were packea 
and piled in every part of the hotel. 

The entire damage done to the note! 
will probably not amount to more than 
$1,000, though it is impossible to estimate 
it at present accurately. The hotel be- 
longed to the Grant estate.

Time To “Get Together.” 

It now seems that the Tammany del- 
egates from Manhatjan are to occupy 
an isolated position at the New York 
state convention if they stand against 
definite instructions for Judge Alton 
B. Parker as the party’s presidential 
nominee at St. Louis. 

But whatever may be the position 
of Tammany there can no longer be 
any doubt that the convention will by 
an overwhelming majority instruct for 
Parker, thus, in effect, settling three 
months in advance of the national con- 
vention the question of the presi- 
dential nomination. If New York defi- 
nitely instructs for Parker, other 
states will fall in line, and one after 
another the names of other suggested 
candidates will be eliminated. Thus 
the action of New York, under all sur- 
rounding conditions, will be national 
in its effect, for it will practically 
bring to an end the contest for the 
presidential nomination. 

After next Monday aj] that remains 
to insure democratic victory in the 
national election will be for demo- 
crats the country over to “get togeth- 
er.” The party nominee will have 
been designated in a manner so clear 
as to leave no doubt of the action of 
the national convention on that point. 
The national convention will put Park- 
er upon a sane, sensible and conserva- 
tive platform and if the bushwhackers 
and the malcontents will step to the 
rear, or silence their batteries, the 
contending elements of the party will 
unite just as easily and as naturally 
as the waters of two converging 
streams. 2 

Perhaps we may hope for a mani- 
festation of conservatism and sanity 
from some of the newspaper volcanoes 
which are now erupting daily volleys 
of discord and discontent, apparently 
with the purpose, whether so intended 
or not, of preventing rather than pro- 
moting unity.

A Royal Democratic Welcome. 

On next Wednesday the state pri- 
mary election of the Georgia democ- 
racy will be held, and the interest in 
the coming battle of the ballots prom- 
ises to be rather unusual. The num- 
ber of candidates for the local offices 
is uncommonly large the state over, 
which augments the irgterest felt in 
the result of the primary. 

The Constitution believes in the pri- 
mary system as the true vehicle of 
democratic expression and is sure that 
no state of the union has perfected 
the system more in accord with the 
popular wil] than has Georgia. 
Through the state democratic execu- 
tive committee’s rules governing the 
primary election of April 20, the 
voters thémselvyes will make their own 
nominations by direct ballot, and the 
contest is free and fair for candidate 
and suffragist alike. This is as it 
should be, the results, whatever they 
may be, leaving no just ground for 
charges of sinisfer influences or cap- 
tious criticism of party management. 
The people are their own managers. 

The Georgia state democratic pri- 
mary is literally democratic, and it 
should be broadly catholic as regards 
the privilege of participation. It is 
clearly the intention of the state dem- 
ocratic executive committee to bar no 
legal voter whose intention/is to sup- 
port the party ticket when he offers 
his primary ballot, as resolution 8 of 
the resolutions adopted by the com- 
mittee this year clearly attests. 
Read it: 

It is further ordered that all whites 
voters without regard to past political 
affiliations who desire to align them- 
selves with the democratic party and 
who will if their right to participate 
in said primary be challenged, pledge 
themselves to support the nominees of 
the democratic party, are hereby declared 
entitled to vote therein and are cordially 
invited to do so. 

In the years that are happily dead 
there. were many defections from the 
democratic party in Georgia in conse- 
quence of the great agrarian political 
movement which swept over the 
southern and western states, the re- 
sult being, as it were, political civil 
war. Time has healed the wounds 
and reconciled the differences of the 
old populistic struggle, as it healed 
the wounds and reconciled the differ- 
ences of Appomattox. Most of those 
who differed yesterday are equally 
good democrats as the national party 
alignments are &rawn today, and few 
will be disposed to provoke ancient 
antagonisms by questioning another’s 
right to participate in the primary bal- 
loting. The offering of the ballot is 
prima facie evidence that the voter in- 
tends to affiliate with the democratic 
party. 

This opens the democratic ranks to 
the masses, whatever past partisan af- 
filiations, and The Constitution deems 
it timely and proper to express the 
hope that challenges on this ground 
will be few and far between Wednes- 
day. The Georgia democracy may be 
numerically all-dominant, but it is a 
party of tolerance and liberality, wel- 
coming its returning sons as well as 
the new recruits who subscribe to the 
simple and monumental fundamentals 
of Jerffersonian democracy. There 
were never fewer isms in the party 
air than this year, and there are no 
“vagaries.” The old landmarks loom 
above the treacherous breakers of_re- 
publicanism like a beacon light off 
shore. There is one common enemy, 
and it can quite comprehensively be 
embodied in the one word, “Roose- 
veltism.” 

‘Therefore, say we, let the primary 
voting be full and free. The party 
polls should be democratic recruiting 
stations for Georgians in the mass 
this year.

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The Fat of the Land. 


One of the most interesting of re- 
cent stories is not a love story at all, 
though the author has thought to make 
it more attractive by permitting a lit- 
tle love-making to intrude upon the 
scene. But the real story, the story 
that is interesting, is the narrative of 
a well-to-do gentleman, who after suc- 
ceeding in the city to the extent of 
breaking down his health, returned to 
the country, took up the business of 
farming where he had left off when 
a boy, and succeeded in restoring his 
health and in earning handsome prof- 
its from the soil. 

The book is not only interesting, it 
is sensible, clear, and impressive. The 
author was very fortunate in having 
plenty of money, and he was not afraid 
to spend it in order to secure large 
returns. He brought into the business 
of farming the principles that lie at the 
bottom of all business, and he had the 
advantage, moreover, of a quick wit 
and a keen intelligence. The volume is 
called “The Fat of the Land,” and the 
title is justified by the account that the 
author gives of his methods of proce- 
dure and the returns he received, The 
average farmer would find in it, how- 
ever, no helpful information whatever 
—for the average farmer, especially 
in the south, is not a capitalist, and 
not until very lately has he endeavor- 
ed to manage his affairs as a success- 
ful merchant, banker or manufacturer, 
manages his business. 

Nevertheless, this is the whole se 
cret of success in farming, just as it is 
the whole secret of success in all the 
various business interests of the coun- 
try, as TAe Constitution has been in- 
sisting for many long years. The au- 
thor of the book to which we have re- 
ferred, was born and bred in the coun- 
try, and had worked on the farm along 
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/boy and -asaman had taught him 


that gentleman has 


success when he deserted the farm 
and went to the city to take part in 
the seething competition that is the 
portion of the urbanite, but it was a 
certificate of success when his physi- 
cian banished him to the country 
again. 

He returned to the farm with plenty 
of capital, but he knew where to place 
it on the farm. His experience as a 


many things that are not to be found 
in the books, and so, in the course of 
seven years, although he had expend- 
ed a good deal of his capital in the 
meantime, he found himself living in 
& way to justify the title he has given 
his book~he was living on the fat of 
the land. 

As we have hinted, the actual farm- 
er can learn little from the book in 
the way of farming; his own experi- 
ence will tell him all he wants to know 
of that—nor need he search it for the 
little details that go to make up the 
sum of business mahagement. It will 
be enough for him to realize that no 
farm, no matter how large or how 
small, can be expected to pay good 
profits unless it is managed in accord- 
ance with business methods, and with 
a strict eye on the demands of enlight- 
ened economy that even the common- 
est intelligence may be able to master 
in the course of time.

Injustice to Governor Vardaman. 


A correspondent of The Boston Her- 
ald, writing from the south, calls the 
attention of that paper to the fact that 
northern journals are doing an injus- 
tice to the position of Govérnor Varda- 
man, of Mississippi, with respect to 
negro education. As a matter of fact, 
Governor Vardaman’s real position is 
perhaps not greatly different from that 
of large. numbers of people in all parts 
of the country. The whimsical ‘way 
that he deals with reporters reminds 
one of the methods employed by the 
late General Toombs. Although the 
general was one of the most conserv- 
ative‘of men, and one of the safest ad- 
visers, both in business and politics, 
he was apparently never so happy as 
when he was “shocking the yankees,” 
as he called it. 

There are correspondents of north- 
ern newspapers still alive who have 
a feeling recollection of the declara- 
tions of General Toombs made for the 
purpose of surprising those who de- 
pended on the northern newspapers 
for their information. This reckless 
talk was amusing to himself and his 
friends, but it was taken in all serious- 
ness by the correspondents. 

What is most certain ig that Govern- 
or Vardaman has been very active in 
extending the protection of the law to 
negroes in danger of lyrich law; in- 
deed, his activity in this particular di- 
rection has surpassed that of some 
northern governors we could name. In 
this matter he has spared neither ex- 
pense nor exertion, and he has given 
the people of Mississippi to understand 
that he has no notion of permitting 
lynchings to go on whem he can give 
the accused the necessary protection. 

The southern correspondent of The 
Boston Herald, in mildly protesting 
against the injustice that has been 
done to Governor Vardaman, points out 
that his opposition to negro education 
is confined to the sort that unfits a 
great many negroes for the business 
of life, and gives them false ideas of 
the utility of a mere book education. 
The negro education that the governor 
is in favor of he, himself, has describ- 
ed, when he declared that the teaching 
of the negro in his present condition 
should be that of “the heart and hand.” 
It seems to us that this phrase is suf- 
ficiently luminous, but our northern 
contemporaries have not found it so. 

The fact that Governor Vardaman 
vetoed the appropriation for the Holly 
Springs school has been set forth in 
various forms of asperity, but the fur- 
ther fact that at the same time he had 
signed the appropriation forthe Alcorn 
Industrial college for negroes, an in- 
stitution that is carried on at Rodney, 
in Jefferson county, has attracted no 
attention whatever. The appropria- 
tion for this college is four or five 
times larger than the amount intended 
for the Holly Springs school, and pro- 
vides for a larger number of negroes. 
This Alcorn Industrial college ante- 
dates the Booker Washington institute 
at Tuskegee, and has done an immense 
amount of good work among the ne- 
groes of Mississippi. 

The writer who contributes this in- 
formation to The Boston Herald sug- 
gests that the views of Governor Var- 
daman, with respect to the kind of ed- 
ucation necessary for the negroes, are 
not greatiy different from those of the 
president of Tuskegee institute, who 
was somewhat rudely treated in Bos- 
ton by a portion of his negro audience 
when he suggested that the best edu- 
cation for the negro race at this time 
is the kind that will teach it how to 
work and improve its conditions. We 
are bound to add to this the statement 
of The Herald to the effect that the ne- 
groes who made themselves obnoxious 
at the time of Booker Washington’s 
Boston meeting were not representa- 
tive of the best nese element of that 
section.

PENSION ORDER 
WITHOUT LAW 


So Declares Minority of House 
Committee onAppropria- 
tions. 


Washington, Apri] 13.—The“house com- 
mittee On appropriations today completed 
the general deficiency appropriation bill, 
Carrying a total of $10,388,744. The lar- 
gest item is $4,000,000 for pensions. -Of 
this sum $1,500,000 is an estimated de- 
ficiency, which will be caused by the 
execution of the recent service pension 
order, 

The minority members of the commit- 
tee made a fight against this item and 
the majority ordered it by a party vote. 

As the item ts included, a minority re- 
port accompanies that of the majority to 
the house, the minority views are signed 
by Representatives Underwood, Brundige, 
Benton, Livingston and Pierce, Represen- 
tative Taylor, of Alabama, being absent. 
The conclusion of the minority is that 
there is no warrant of law for the ap- 
propriation of the million and a half dol- 
lars requested by the commissioner of 
pensions for the purposes herein stated. 

It quotes the recent order in full and 
Says that while there are members of 
the congress who favor a service pen- 
sion law, it is not within the jurisdic- 
tion.of the appropriation committee to 
consider the question. 

“Our duty,” the repert says, “is con- 
fined to providing the money to pay the 
obligations of the United States con- 
tracted under the law. The: point we de- 
Sire to make is that there is no law on 
the statute books of the United States 
that warrants the $1,500,000 appropria- 
tion asked for by the commissioner of 
pensions to pay the deficiency caused by 
executive order No. 78 and we will move 
on the fidér of the house to reduce the 
appropriation for pensions to the extent 
of $1,500,000 for that reason.” 


$125,000 for Confederates. 

The bill carries an item of $150,000, 
which is an increase of $50,000 for the 
detection and prevention of fraud in the 
customs revenue. The appropriation car- 
ried in the diplomatic and consular bill 
for the year 1905 igs amended by striking 
out the requirement that the United 
States minister to Haiti shall also be 
charge d'affaires to Santo Domingo. An 
appropriation of $5,000 for a minister to 
Santo Domingo is carried in the bill and 
the salary heretofore provided for a con- 
sul general at Santo Domingo ts repealed. 

Under the heading of claims for prop- 
erty taken from confederate officers and 
oldiers who surrendered, the bill car- 
ries $125,000. The amount is to pay 
claims filed under the act of February 27, 
1902, for horses, saddles and bridles 
taken from confederate soldiers. Nearly 
$100,000 has been expended inethe set- 
tlement of these claims, but there are 
956 claims remaining to be pald. 

An item of $40,000 is carried in the 
bill to enable the public printer to com- 
ply with the provfsions of law granting 
thirty days annual leave to employees in

keep back nothing from the public. The 


commission is determMmed to make the 


investigation full and complete and to 
Bettie the matter finally after a careful 
investigation into al] the facts. 


Ll. Z. Rosser, of Atlanta, is represent- 
ing Miss Parrish, There @re present a 
full board of commissioners, State School 
Commissioner Merritt, Chancellor Hill, 
Superintendent Lawton B. Evans, Super- 
intendent G. G. Bond and Mr. R. J. 
Guinn. 

The charges under investigation were 
read from a Jjetter to Chairman Merritt 
by President Branson and are as fol- 
ows: 


Charges Made by Branson. 


First, it comes to me that Miss C. 8. 
Parrish, a»member of this faculty, has 
said to Hon. R. J. Guinny’a member of 
this commission, that she twice knocked 
at my door and asked me if Mr. Tom 
Reed, editor of The Banner, was in my 
Study; that I twice denied that he was; 
that she then demanded ef me an en- 
trance into the study, forced her way 
in, and found him there. This is a oharge 
of gross, deliberate, repeated falsehood, 
on my part. I reSpectfully ask to have 
this charge against me fully investigated. 
Second, Miss C. 8. Parrish stated to 
Mr. G. V. Cunningham, a junior class 
student here, in discussing with him her 
trouble with me, that she had borne 
more than she thought she could bear 
from any man. This is a charge of im- 
proper treatment by me of a lady mem- 
ber of the faculty. 

“T have the impression that this charge 
has’ been made to other students in the 
school and that many er most of the 
students in the school, and that many 
Or most of the students here are under 
the impression that Miss Parrish has 
been suffering mistreatment at my hands. 
I respectfully ask that this charge of 
persecution be investigated by you fully.”’ 


Full Investigation Asked. 
Later on in the evening a movement 
was made to broaden the scope of the 
investigation beyond the two specified 
charges. It became evident that some 
of the commission thought that there 
was something else behind the matter 
and that the differences between the 
two parties dated back further than the 
alleged incidents. 

Mr. Bond introduced 
resolution: 

‘Whereas, all the members of the 
commission are agreed that there are 
irreconcilable differences between Miss 
Parrish and Mr. Branson, and, whereas, 
the indefinite continuance of said dif- 
ferences will largely destroy the use- 
fulness of the State Normal school; and, 
whereas, the one responsible for this 
state of affairs should be known and 
should bear the blame for the same; 
therefore, 

‘Resolved, That the commission begin 
full inv estigation of the official relations 
of Miss Parrish and Mr. Branson, and 
that to that end any or all of the faculty 
and the student body be summoned to 
answer any question that the commis- 
sion may wish tv ask.”’ 

In support of the resolution, Mr. Guinn 
said that it could not be denied that 
there are irreconcilable differences be- 
tween Mr. Branson and Miss Parrish and 
that in his judgment one of them would 
have to leave the school. Mr. Bond 
agreed with this view and said that the 
commission might as wel] go to the bot- 
tom of the affair now and settle it. 

Chancellor Hill did not think the reso- 
lution wise until the issues already pre- 
sented are settled. Mr. Evans thought it 

wise to defer action until tomorrow. 

Mr. Guinn said that one or both par- 
ties would have to go, and as the Issue 
was of importance the matter should 
be gone into most thoroughly. 

Chairman Merritt was in favor of a full 
investigation, but hoped all matters of 
difference are not ftrreconcilable. 

President Branson said that if either 
of the charges against him are shown to 
be true he should not be allowed to re- 
main at the head of the school. 


Evidence Given To Board. 

The commissioner declared he was 
ready for the most*thorough investiga- 
tion. 

Miss Parrish invited the fullest investi- 
gation from the time she began her ser- 
vices at the normal school to the present 
day. The resolution was deferred until 
the hearing has been had on the issues 
already presented. 

The evidence on the first specification 
took up the entire afternoon session of 
the commission. Mr. Branson affirmed 
the truth of the specification as having 
been told Mr. Guinn by Miss Parrish 
and denied having done as the specifica- 
tion alleged he had done. 

Miss Parrish denied the verbiage of 
the specification, but said she had told 
Mr. Guinn certain things akin to that. 
She said she had asked if a reporter was 
in the study only once and that she had 
not forced her way in to the study of 
Mr. Branson. The issue was squarely 
drawn between Mr. Branson and Miss 
Parrish. 

The evidence given in during the after- 
noon from Mr. Reed, Professor E. B. 
Smith and quite a number of the lady 
memrbers of the faculty, each one telling 
what he or she knew of the matter. At 
the evening session the second specifica- 
tion was takn up. The contention here 
is that Miss Parrish had sought to create 
among the students a feeling that she 
had been mistreated by Mr. Branson, 
Miss Parrish emphatically denied that 
specification. 

Thé testimgny. of three young men, 
Messrs. Cunningham, Carwell and Pitt- 
man, was taken tonight.

All of the Gifferent kinds of trading 
Stamps are effected by the agreement, 
with the exception of the Green stamps, 
the Green Trading Stamp Company not 
being represented in the delegation of 
merchants, It is the opinion of the com- 
mitteemen that this company will pay 
the tax and continue in business.

The efforts of such astute republican 
leaders as Senator Aldrich, Senator 
Lodge and Senator Spooner to show that 
there is no need for an investigation 
and that no good covld come from it 
have failed to carry conviction, even in 
their own camp in the light of the logic 
and vigor of the democratic attack, and 
now they are busy trying to find some 
way to let themselves down grace 
fully, 

Today Senator Aldrich had a long con- 
ference with President Roosevelt, as the 
result of which it was announced that 
the republican majority of the senate 
would permit the adoption of some reso- 
lution providing for an investigation into 
the postoffice department, either by the 
postoffice committee or a subcommittee 
of that body during the recess of con- 
gress. 

This is what the democrats have been 
contending for, and it means a square 
and ignomf{fnious backdown on the part 
of the republicans. Repubjican leaders 
have argued strongly against permitting 
such an investigation, on the ground 
that it would furnish an opportunity for 
the democrats to bring out a lot of offi- 
cial nastiness right in the midst of a 
presidential campaign, and they held this 
would be extremely bad, for their party’s 
chances.

Amendments Offered by Alabama 
Senator to Bil for Government of 
Panama Canal Zone Not Ac- 
cepted—Fears England’s 
Nicaragua Move. 


Washington, April !3.—The senate to- 
day began consideration of the bill pro- 
viding for the government of the Pana- 
ma canal zone. 

The greater part of the day was 0oOc- 
cupied by Mr. Morgan in support of 
amendments offered by himself, but none 
of them was accepted, and the reading of 
the bill was nearly KMalf completed. Mr. 
Morgay attacked the new Panama Canal 
Company and contended that the United 
States shoula proceed to carry into effect 
the provisions of the treaty with Panama 
regardless of the demands of that com- 
pany. 

Mr. Morgan spoke of the delay in pay- 
ing the $10,000,000 to Panama and im- 
plored republican senators to give the 
reasons for it. 

“You know what the reason is,” 
sald, ‘‘I do not; give it to us.’”’ 

“Somebody Will Profit.” 

He accused the president of defying 
the law in yoking the payment of $10,- 
000,000 to Panama with the payment to 
the new Panama Canal Company and 
again referring to the difficulty of secur- 
ing it, exclaimed: 

“In that nest of fraudulent peculators 
in Paris, or possibly in New York, if 
not still nearer home, is to be found the 
explanation of the mystery and delay.

Washington, April 13.—(Special.)—Sen- 
ator Bacon has set on foot an investiga- 
tion by the proper authorities of the war 
department into the possibilities of util- 
izing the Augusta arsenal] property as a 
Permanent armory factory under the or- 
dinance department. 

The government. owns a handsome 
property at Augusta, which at present 
is being used only for repair purposes, 
and that fitfully. 

The government appropriates from $10,- 
000,000 to $15,000,000 annually for the 
ordnance bureau, which has charge of 
the manufacture of guns and ammuni- 
tion, and it is Senator Bacon’s idea that 
tome of this expenditure should be made 
in the south. As things are now, all of 
it is spent in the northern states. 

The confederate government used the 
Augusta arsenal and I understand that 
the buildings there are substantial and 
capable of belng of much practica] use. 

General Crozier Favors Project. 

With a view to inducing the war de- 
partment to take up the matter, Senator 
3acon had a conference with General 
Crozier, head of the ordnance bureau. 
General Crozier seemed favorable to the 
project. He agreed that there was no 
good reason why some of the work under 
his bureau ghould not be done at the 
south, and thought the Augusta arse- 
nal might be utilized for this’ purpose. 
He held, however, that ap appropriation 
by congress would be necessary. Senator 
Bacon accordingly. prepared an amend- 
ment to the sundry civil appropriation 
bil) appropriating $30,000 for increasing 
the facilities of the repair establishment 
at Augusta arsenal, but found it was too 
tate to get favorable action by the com- 
mittee upon it, In the absence of an of- 
ficial recommendation from the war de- 
partment. 

He was assured by the members of the 
committee that they would be glad to 
take the matter up at the next session, 
In order to insure the project being 
brought officially and favorably before 
congress at the next session, Senator 
Bacon then introduced, and the senate 
udopted, the following resolution: 


Resolution Adopted by Senate. 


“Resolved, by the senate, That the sec- 
retary of war is hereby directed to re- 
port to the senate at as early a date as 
may be eonsistent with a careful investi- 
gation into the condition, location, char- 
acter and capacity of the Augusta arse- 
nal, at Augusta, Ga., what steps the 
best interests of the United States call 
for to secure the utilization of the es- 
tablishment of the ordnance department 
at sald arsenal, with a view to the pres- 
ent and the future needs of the military 
establishment.” : 

Senator Bacon says he is confident from 
his talk with General Crozier that the 
war department will be glad to act fa- 
vorably upon his plan for the utilization 
of the AuguSta property in a way that 
will bring a heavy incregse in the force 
there, and he intends to press the mat- 
ter Qf an appropriation at the next ses- 
sion of congress,

ment and of members of the board not 
interfering with him. Commissioners 
were criticised because it was charged 
that they visited the police barracks too 
often and had too much to say to the 
chief about how he should detail his 
force to protect the city. 

It is also mentioned that during Dr. 
Fox’s administration as chairman of the 
board he did not interfere with the 
chief, and the result was that the city 
never knew a better year so far as good 
police service was concerned. 

Chairman Day Enters. 

When Chairman Day was elected to 
preside over the board, the first question 
asked was: 

“Wil) he let the chief manage the force 
without interference?’ 

The chairman was interviewed on that 
line and he replied that he would have 
to look into matters and hunt up the 
Key ordinance before he gave an answer. 
It was intimated at the time that Chair- 
man Day thought he should take an 
active marmgement of police affairs, as 
was the rule when the chairman repre- 
sented the board when it was adjourned. 
The old law, before the passage of the 
Key ordinance, gave the chairman full 
authority of the board, and his orders to 
the chief were absolute. 

“With the cry of ‘‘Let the chief be 
chief’ came into existence the Key or- 
dinance, which annuelled the powers of 
the chairman and placed full ppwer in 
the chief's hand. Under that law the 
chief is not obliged to obey the orders 
of the chairman or any other member 
of the board. 

Neither the chief nor the chairman will 
discuss the matter and they deciine to 
be interviewéd for the newspapers. The 
affair stands just as it did when the 
board adjourned Tuesday night after 
Chairman Day had brought up the sub- 
ject of an order which he had Biven 
to the chief and which the chief did not 
obey. 

Who He Was After. 

The two detailed detectives whom 
Chairman Day wanted the chief to re- 
move from the detective department and 


| place on the streets in uniform were 


Lockhart and Fogg. The chairman took 
the position that the board had the right 
to appoint only eight detectives. The 
chief said he knew that, but it meant 
that the board could pay only eight 
detectives $75 a month. The two extra 
men appointed by the chief receive only 
the wages of a regular patrolman. 

It Has’ been the custom for years for 
the chief to detail patrolmen to serve in 
citizens’ clothes as men in uniform were 
often not effective as men in plain 
clothes. At times there have been as 
many as twenty men in citizens’ clothes. 
That was all brought out at the meet- 
ing of the board. 

The great question, however, was 
whether or not the chief must obey the 
orders of the chairman. If he had to 
do so, then the chairman could run the 
police force absolutely and would to all 
intents and purposes be the chief, and 
the chief become only a figurehead. 

Chief Ball, it seems, will not consent to 
become a figurehead, and that caused the 
rupture. He is said to have acted on some 
suggestions from the chairman, the same 
as he has done upon suggestions from 
Other members of the board, but only 
when he believed the changes suggested 
would be beneficial. 


He Called a Halt. 

When Chairman Day told him to re- 
move Lockhart and Fogg from the detec- 
tive department he protested and said to 
the chairman that the two men were do- 
ing better work where they were than 
they would do on the streets in uniform, 
and he further asked the chairman to 
take the matter before the board. 

One of the changes suggested by the 
chairman and which the chief carried out 
was the detailing of Officer Camp on 
horseback on the evening watch. It is 
said that Camp is a relative of Chair- 
‘man Day. The chief, perhaps, did not 
know this. Officer Camp, however, is 
said to be one the best men on the force 
and has a fine record. 

The action at the board meeting was a 
climax to what had been brewing as jong 
as three weeks. 

The board was about to adjourn, when 
the chief approached the chairman and 
whispered to him. The chairman replied 
in an audible voice. 

“TI don’t think that will sult my con- 
veniences just now.”’

Another Victory in Council 
for Probation 
Court. 


The probation court system scored an- 
other victory yesterday afternoon when 
the ordizance .committee of coungil, 
Councilman John A. Hynds chairman, 
voted aguinst the amendment of .Coun- 
cilman Amorous providing for the re- 
peal of that section of the ordinance re- 
garding the appointment of a probation 
court officer, : 

The action of the committee was unani- 
mous and there was no discussion. At 
the last session of the city council, Coun- 
cilman Amorous offered an amendment 
to the probation court ordinance seeking 
the repeal of section 8, which provides 
that a probation officer shall be appoint- 
ed to have supervision over the new 
court. The amendment was referred to 
the ordinance committee, No one was 
before the committee to present any ar- 
guments either for or against the amend- 
ment, and there was no dissension 
among the committeemen. 

A certified copy of the probation court 
ordinance was sent to Recorder Nash 
Broyles yesterday morning by City Clerk 
W. J. Campbell and the recorder appoint- 
ed Policeman James L. Gloer as proba- 
tion officer. Officer Gloer has been en- 
gaged in special work in the police de- 
partment for some time and is considered 
a capable man for t¥%e position. 

Boys and girls who are arrested by 
the police will hereafter be tried at spe- 
cial sessions of the police court and will 
be under supervision of Officer Gloer. 
Dockets for the probation court and 
other details are being arranged. 

Object to Two Permits. 

The ordinance committee also had be- 
fore it an application by the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company seeking 
the repeal of that section of a new city 
law that compels the company to secure 
a permit from both the city ‘electrician 
and the commissioner of public works to 
remove poles from the sidéwalks. No 
action was taken on the petition, as the 
committee desired to hear from Commis- 
Sioner of Public Works Collier. 

President Preston Arkwright, of the 
street railroad company, was present to 
represent the company. It was agreed 
that as the company ts compelled to 
obtain a permit from the city electrictan. 
it is not necessary that a permit should 
also have to be secured from the com- 
missioner of public works. 

A petition from the Atlanta university, 
colored, for permission to play baseball! 
games on the campus and charge ad- 
mission was also considered by the com- 
mittee, but no action was taken, pend- 
ing a thorough Investigation. Some time 
ago a city ordinance was enacted pro- 
hibiting baseball games in the city lim- 
its where a fee is charged and undar 
this law baseball games at Brisbine park 
were stopped. 

Councilman F. A, Hilburn appeared be- 
fore the committee and objected to a 
permit being granted, claiming that ne- 
groes would crowd the street cars pass- 
ing. through. the first ward and greatly 
inconvenience the people of that section 
of the city. Business Manager Smith 
and Dean Adams, of the university, were 
present in the interest of the proposition.

NO MORE GAMES 
MEMORIAL DAY 


Views Chancellor Hill and 
Others May Lead to This 
: Result. 


It is practically assured that after this 
year the University of Georgia nor its 
branch institutions will take part in any 
athletic games on Memoria) day, April 
26. 

A few days ago the Daughters of the 
Confederaty in Athens took this matter 
up with Chancellor Walter B. Hill, of the 
State university, and asked that the fac- 
ulty of that institution prohibit athletic 
games on Memorial day, because they are 
regarded as a desecration of a most sol- 
emn occasion, P 

While Chancellor Hill has not yet re- 
plied to this communication, or at least 
his reply has not been made public, hf 
views on the subject are presented as the 
result of a correspondence on the subject 
with Hon. B. M. Blackburn, one of the 
executive secretaries at the capitol. 

In a letter to Mr. Blackburn Chancellor’ 
Hill expressed himself in hearty sympa- 
thy with the movement, but he thought it 
would not be best to interfere with the 
game arranged for this year between the 
university and the Technological school. 
He assured Mr. Blackburn, however, that 
he was of thw same opinion and «aid that 
after this year there would be no more 
intercollegiate games en Memorial day 
so far as the university is concerned. 
This will, no doubt, be the substance of 
Chancellor Hill's reply to the Daughters 
of the Confederacy on this subject. 

Mr. Blackburn has always been ardent- 
ly interested in the preservation of the 


! spirit of the occasion which called Memo- 


rial day into being. He Was the author 
of the resolutions which were presented 
and passed unanimously on the occasion 
of the Memorial] day services in the cap- 
itol last year, calling on all state {nsti- 
tutions fo cease any such desecration of 
the day as was involved in public ath- 
letic games. Since then Emory and Mer- 
cey have considered the matter most fa- 
vorably and on Monday last the stu- 
dent body of the Technological school, 
some 500 strong, passed resolutions -by 
unanimous vote, providing that after this 
year there should be no more games on 
Memorial day. Thus thé state university 
and Tech as well as Emory and Mercer 
will, after this year, cease the practice. 

Mr. Blackburn has always been deeply» 
interested in matters pertaining to memo- 
rials of the confederacy. He was the 
first tu advocate editorially in the cor. 
umns of his paper, the making of June 
3. Jefferson Davis’ birthday, a public hol- 
iday, and he together with Mr, Shadden, 
of Camp No. 159, United Confederate 
Veterans, drew the resolutions which 
were passed hy that camp calling for leg- 
islative action to that end.

day, except one. so well worth being cel- 
ebrated by the musses of mankind.

I would suggest that 
vou have some one read to the Iroquois 
Club Mr. Jefferson’s first inaugural ad- 
dress. It is the political ‘Sermon on the 
Mount’ of al] democrats and would not 
make a bad platform for the democrats, 
even in this year of our Lord's grace, 
1904. 

Culberson on National Morality. 

“National Morality,” was the subject 
discussed by United States Senator 
Charles A. Culberson, of Texas. 

“The contemplation of the course pur- 
sued bv the administration can bring 
neither satisfaction nor pride to an 
American citizen. Admitting the trans- 
cendant importance of the enterprise, 
it did not justify the ignoble means em- 
ployed and they were not necessary to 
ite final accomplishment.

Recalled by Anniversary of Surren- 
der of City of Raleigh. 
Raleigh, N. C., April 1!3.—(Spectal.)— 
Today is the thirty-ninth anniversary of 
the surrender of Raleigh to the federal 
forces and of the occupation of the city 
by General Sherman. Raleigh was one 
of the few places which were formally 
surrendered, a deputation of leading cit!- 
zens having gone on a special train, un- 
der flag of ‘truce, to meet Genera] Sher- 
man and surrender both the capitol and 

the city to him. 

There were few sensational incidents 
at the surrender except the capture and 
killing of Lieutenant Walsh, a Texan, 
who was a member of the organization 
known as ‘Wheeler's cavalry,” but of 
which General Wheeler disclaimed com- 
mand. Walsh rode out from a store and 
shot a¢ ¢}eneral Kilpatrick, who led the 
federal advance, then turned and rode 
westward fn the direction the confed- 
erates had gone the previous day. He 
was run down, captured, carried back to 
General Kilpatrick, who sat on his horse 
near the statute of Washington south of 
the capitol and was ordered to be taken 
to some woods nearby and hanged. ll 
this was quickly done.

Logan against an attack of the negro
